EASTER  SEAL  SOCIETY 

CELEBRATES 

50TH  ANNIVERSARY 

Easter  Seal  Society  notes  50  years  of 
service  this  year.  In  1907,  students  were 
returning  from  a Memorial  Day  outing  at 

«ria  Ohio  High  School  by  streetcar 
en  they  collided  with  another 
streetcar.  Many  of  the  students  suffered 
disabling  injuries.  One,  in  fact,  died 
because  of  the  lack  of  proper  treatment 


facilities.  The  father  of  the  dead  child, 
Edgar  Allen,  sought  meaning  from  his 
son’s  death. 

The  meaning  was  found  in  a tireless 
campaign  to  insure  that  others  would  not 
die  from  lack  of  care.  His  efforts 
culminated  in  the  establishment  of  a 


hospital  for  crippled  children.  From  that 
beginning  came  the  Ohio  Society  for 
Crippled  Children  and  later,  in  1921,  the 
National  Society  for  Crippled  Children 
and  Adults  emerged.  A camp  in 
Pennsylvania  bears  his  name  “Camp 
Daddy  Allen”. 


PROGRESS  IN  TRANSPORTATION 

Bill  of  Rights  for  Handicapped 
Passengers;  The  new  Bill  of  Rights  for 
Handicapped  Passengers,  effective  this 
past  August,  requires  bus  companies 
engaged  in  intercity  service  to  transport 
those  with  handicaps,  provide  special 
assistance  and  remodel  terminals  as 
necessary  for  accommodation.  Excerpted 
from  the  regulations  formulated  and 
adopted  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  are  the  following: 

• No  carrier  shall  deny  transportation  to 
any  person  on  the  basis  of  a handicap, 
physical  disability,  or  blindness,  or 
because  that  person  cannot  board  a 
bus  without  assistance. 

• All  carriers  shall,  whenever  possible, 
provide  assistance  to  handicapped, 
disabled,  blind  and  elderly  passengers 
in  boarding  buses;  such  assistance, 
when  requested,  shall  include  advance 
boarding  and  seating. 

• Carriers  shall  provide  assistance  to 
such  passengers  on  request  in  the  use 
of  terminal  accommodations  and 
baggage  service. 

• At  all  terminals  there  shall  be 
prominetly  displayed,  a notice  stating 
where  and  from  whom  such  assistance 
may  be  obtained. 

• All  terminals  shall  be  designed  and 
constructed  so  that  accommodations 
are  accessible  to  handicapped, 
disabled,  blind  and  elderly  passengers. 

• All  terminals  which  are  newly  built  or 
substantially  renovated  after  Jan.  1, 
‘78,  shall  be  constructed  or  altered  in 
accordance  with  the  minimum 
standards  in  the  “American  National 
Standard  Specifications  for  making 
Buildings  and  Facilities  Accessible  to, 
and  Usable  by  the  Physically 
Handicapped.” 
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PENDING  LEGISLATION 

SENATE  BILL  71 -amends  the  State 
Lottery  Law  by  allocating  funds  to 
payment  for  local  transportation  for  the 
permanently  disabled. 

SENATE  BILL  94-Provides  that 
property  used  for  Community  Living 
Arrangements  for  the  handicapped  and 
retarded  be  zoned  residential. 

SENATE  BILL  292-Provides  medical 
assistance  reimbursements  for  certain 
items  and  services  presently  not  covered. 

SENATE  BILL  959-Establishes  special 
care  centers  for  severely  disabled  infants. 

SENATE  BILL  979-The  Mental 
Retardation  Residential  Placement 
Procedure  Act  provides  for  living  and 
habilitation  arrangements  that  are  as  close 
to  normal  as  possible. 

HOUSE  BILL  139-Amends  the  Civil 
Service  Act  by  providing  a preference  for 
handicapped  persons  taking  the  test. 

HOUSE  BILL  254-Amends  the  Public 
Welfare  Code  by  providing  for  certain 
medical  assistance  payments. 

HOUSE  BILL  1496-Elderly  and 
Handicapped  Protective  Service  Law 
protects  against  physical  or  mental  abuse 
of  the  disabled  elderly. 

HOUSE  BILL  1703 -Expands  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Code  section  on  parking 
for  vehicles  with  handicapped  plates. 

HOUSE  BILL  1707-A  companion  bill 
to  H.B.  1703,  this  bill  expands  the 
definition  of  persons  entitled  to  apply  for 
handicapped  plates. 

ARCHITECTURAL/ 
TRANSPORTATION  BARRIERS 
COMPLIANCE  BOARD 

The  Architectural  and  Transportation 
Barriers  Compliance  Board,  created  by 
Congress  in  1973  insures  that  all  buildings 
and  facilities  owned,  occupied  or 
financed  by  the  U.S.  Government  are  in 
compliance  with  the  Architectural 
Barriers  Act.  If  you  experience  difficulty 
entering  a public  building  because  of 
stairs,  curbs,  narrow  or  hard-to-open 
doors,  etc.,  notify  A&TBCB,  Washington, 
D C.  20201.

TAX  BREAKS  FOR  EMPLOYERS 
OF  THE  DISABLED 

Important  new  tax  credits  for 
employers  of  disabled  persons  have  been 
produced  by  the  Tax  Reduction  and 
Simplification  Act  of  1977  (PL95-30) 
signed  by  President  Carter  on  May  23, 
1977.  Employers  may  claim  up  to 
$100,000  annually  in  credits  based  upon 
50%  of  the  first  $4,200  ($2,100)  paid  to 
an  employee  hired  in  1977  or  1978.  An 
additional  10%  credit,  limited  to  one-fifth 
of  the  50%  credit,  is  available  to 
employers  who  hire  handicapped 
individuals  referred  under  a vocational 
rehabilitation  plan.

PENNSYLVANIA  HUMAN 
RELATIONS  REPORT: 
HANDICAP  CASES  ARE  ON  THE 
RISE 


Discrimination  against  persons  because 
of  handicap  or  disability  became  illegal 
under  the  Pennsylvania  Human  Relations 
Act  in  the  closing  days  of  the  1973-74 
legislative  session.  The  law  covers 
housing,  public  accommodations  and 
employment,  provided  that  the  handicap 
is  non-job-related  with  respect  to 
employment. 

Discrimination  against  the 
handicapped  is  rapidly  becoming  a 
significant  segment  of  the  Commission’s 
work. 

Only  seven  charges  of  housing 
discrimination  because  of  handicap  are 
expected  in  the  current  year  as  compared 
to  1 1 in  1976-77  and  10  the  previous 
year. 

The  agency  anticipates  closing  227 
handicap  cases  in  1977-78  — a 59% 
increase  over  the  143  closings  in  1976-77. 
In  1975,  68  cases  involving  handicap  bias 
were  closed.  In  57%  of  the  current  year’s 
closings  a formal  finding  is  projected  - 
most  probably  upholding  the  complaint 
in  64  cases  and  not  upholding  the 
complaint  in  65  cases.  This  would 
represent  a 73%  increase  in  closings 
upholding  the  complaint  and  a 23% 
increase.

The  action  steps  set  forth  in  the 
Implementation  Committee  Report  are 
dependent  on  a continued  commitment 
of  handicapped  individuals  and  on  all 
citizens  who  work  with  them  and  for 
them.  The  Conference  on  Handicapped 
Individuals,  Inc.  is  the  organization  that 
will  enable  all  citizens  to  work  together 
to  help  accomplish  the  goals  articulated 
at  the  Governor’s  Conference. 

The  Task  Forces  of  the 
Implementation  Committee  have  set 
down  many  obligations  for  the 
Conference  on  Handicapped  Individuals, 
Inc.  Throughout  the  report  there  are  calls 
for  the  handicapped  to  publicize  services 
and  needs,  to  act  as  advisors  and 
consultants,  to  press  for  legislation,  to 
serve  as  citizen-advocates,  to  increase 
public  awareness  of  the  needs  and 
problems  of  the  disabled,  and,  most 
important,  to  monitor  the  state 
government  programs  for  the 
handicapped  which  are  mandated,  but 
which  may  fall  short  of  realization.

PENNSYLVANIA  RECEIVES  IMPLEMENTATION  GRANT 


Gary  J.  Makuch,  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Special  Education,  recently 
announced  the  addition  of  Bernadette 
Reidy  to  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  as  the 
Coordinator  of  the  Early  Childhood  State 
Implementation  Project.  This  project, 
sponsored  jointly  by  the  Department  of 
Education  and  Beaver  Valley  I.U.  is 
designed  to  develop  a statewide 
interagency  plan  for  the  coordination  of 


delivery  of  comprehensive  programs  and 
services  to  handicapped  children  below 
school  age.  Through  the  activities  of  this 
Project,  it  is  the  intent  of  the  Department 
to  determine  their  role  in  the  future  of 
preschool  education  to  handicapped 
children.  With  this  interagency  plan,  the! 
needs  of  handicapped  children  in 
Pennsylvania  can  be  addressed  more 
effectively  in  all  areas  of  service  delivery. 
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“WHERE  SHALL  THEY  LIVE?” 


Nearly  300  people  representing  state 
fei  private  facilities  and  agencies  from 
mie  states  attended  Temple's  “WHERE 
SHALL  THEY  LIVE?”  Conference  in 
June. 

The  two-day  Conference,  which 
offered  more  than  20  workshops,  dealt 
with  the  future  of  residential  care  for 
retarded  people.  It  presented  appraisals  of 
existing  conditions  in  Pa.,  a description  of 
community  living  programs  in  Michigan, 
and  an  analysis  of  New  York’s 
Willowbrook  Institution  which  drastically 
reduced  its  population  of  more  than  5000 
in  two  years’  time. 

Sponsored  by  Temple’s  Developmental 
Disabilities  and  Woodhaven  Centers,  it 
brought  faculty  and  students  from  West 
Virginia  and  Rutgers  Universities. 


Joseph  J.  Colombatto,  Woodhaven’s 
Director  said,  “The  Conference  offered  a 
wide  range  of  materials  and  viewpoints 
presented  by  a number  of 
nationally-known  authorities  in  the  field 
^^^developmental  disabilities. 

“We  have  resolved  no  specific  issues  in 
these  two  days,  but  we  have  continued 
and  strengthened  the  planning  process. 


“One  of  the  positive  aspects  of  the 
Conference  was  that  it  served  to  remind 
each  of  us  that  we  are  dealing  with  the 
question  of  how  best  to  provide  options 
or  alternatives  for  people. 

“The  debate  of  institutions  vs. 
community  living  is  not  a valid  one.  The 
question  is  really  what  does  a person  need 
and  how  do  we  provide  such  a program  in 
the  least  restrictive  environment?” 
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The  Conference’s  keynote  speakers 
were  Dr.  Frank  Menolascino,  Past 
President,  National  Association  for 
Retarded  Citizens,  currently  affiliated 
with  the  Nebraska  Psychiatric  Institute 
and  Dr.  Richard  Scheerenberger, 
President,  American  Association  on 
Mental  Deficiency  and  Director  of  the 
Central  Wisconsin  Center  for  the 
evelopmentally  Disabled.  A highlight  of 
e Conference  was  a Panel  of  four 
parents  who  presented  different 
perspectives  on  the  future  of  residential 
care  for  retarded  people.
